As the German war-machine thrust through 
the Low Countries and deep into France, 
Columbia's schedule of war news broadcasts 
was expanded and intensified. Meeting the 
keen desire of the American public for 
immediate news as total war flared up, CBS 
added a new 10:30-10:45 p.m. daily period 
of news direct from the nerve -centers of 
Europe — making three separate sets of 
broadcasts from Europe each day. During 
the heaviest fighting, CBS added bulletins, 
special reports and analyses to its regular 
schedule news.
